Senate Receives 
Bill To Extend 
Wage-Price Curbs 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Anti­ 
inflation 
legislation 
authorizing 
another year of life for wage-price 
controls is being introduced in the 
Senate today over the opposition of big 
business and labor. 
A Senate vote on the bill is expected 
later in the week. The bill’s provisions 
would be retroactive to May I; current 
wage-price-control authority expires 
April 30—Tuesday night. 
Sens. Edmund S. Muskir, D-Maine, 
Adlai E. Stevenson 111, D-Ill., and 
Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., say it was 
fear of worsening inflation that 
prompted them to offer the bill to 
extend wage-price control authority 
for another year. 
The measure sponsored by Muskie, 
Stevenson, Javits and IO others would 
authorize the President to reimpose 
wage-price controls on any segment of 
the economy that presented a danger 
of serious inflation. 
The Senate Democratic Caucus has 
urged action to retain control authority 
but the bill still faces a stiff fight on the 
Senate floor. Even if the Senate passes 
the bill, the House would be expected 
to require at least a few weeks before 
acting.

Mitchell, Stans Fre 


NEW YORK (AP) — A jury that 
started out “screaming and yelling 
across the table” has acquitted former 
Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell and one­ 
time Commerce Secretary Maurice H. 
Stans of all charges in their criminal 
conspiracy case. 
The nine men and three women 
came to unanimous agreement Sunday 
afternoon after 26 hours of deliberation 
that the former cabinet colleagues 
were innocent of conspiracy, ob­ 
struction of justice and perjury. 
Both were accused of trying to block 
a Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission investigation of financier 
Robert L. Vesco, in return for Vesco’s 
secret $200,000 cash contribution to 
President Nixon’s re-election cam­ 
paign. 
Referring to Vesco and his aides, 
Juror Clarence Brown said after the 
verdict: 
“ They 
wanted 
to 
get 
something, but I don’t think that Stans 
and Mitchell ever fell for it.” 
The 
ju ry ’s 
forewoman, 
Sybil 
Kucharski, said, “We were off in little 
groups screaming and yelling across 
the table” when the deliberations 
began. She said the jury was split even 
on the conspiracy count, so it turned to 
the six .separate perjury counts against 
Mitchell and Stans. 
“ After looking through all the 
perjury charges, the rest was easy,” 
Miss Kucharski said. “We figured 


there couldn’t be any conspiracy if 
there was no perjury.” 
The verdict brought a smile to the 
face of the normally undemonstrative 
Mitchell. But it brought no legal 
surcease. He faces trial in Washington 
at a still unset date on almost identical 
charges in connection with the cover­ 
up of the Watergate break-in. 
Leon Jaw orski, the W atergate 
special prosecutor, still is studying 
part of the Nixon campaign financing 
operation which Stans headed. 
“Our faith was resting with a very, 
very fine jury,” Mitchell told a news 
conference in the U.S. Courthouse. 
“They were a cross section of the 
people a nd they were representative of 
America. 
“If there is one place I am firmly 
convinced you can get justice, it’s from 
the American people. I have great 
faith in America and that’s why I love 
this country.” 
Stans was shedding tears of relief by 
the time the lengthy 15-count verdict 
had been read. “I’ve been reborn,” he 
told a newsman. “I was innocent all 
along, but it’s good to have it con­ 
firmed.’’ 
In Washington, Deputy White House 
Press Secretary Gerald Warren said of 
President Nixon: “The President was 
very pleased for the two men and for 
their families.” 
Sen. Sam J. Ervin, D-N.C., chair­ 


man of the Senate Watergate com­ 
mittee, said he sees no connection 
between the verdict and future 
Watergate cases. “Each case stands 
on its own bottom,” he said. 
Vesco, who was indicted with Stans 
and Mitchell and lives in exile in Costa 
Rica, called the verdict the “first fair 
verdict I’ve heard in a long time." 
The chief prosecutor, Asst. U.S. 
Atty. John R. Wing, was deeply 
disappointed. Asked how he felt about 
the verdict, he replied: 
“Rotten’ If we could have gotten 
Vesco back it would have been dif­ 
ferent. It was absolutely not a waste. 
When there’s evidence that people 
committed a crime, those crimes 
should 
be 
investigated 
and 
prosecuted.” 
Vesco fled the country in the midst of 
an SEC investigation of his corporate 
activities and all efforts to bring him 
back failed. 
Mitchell and Stans were charged 
with conspiring to obstruct an SEC 
fraud investigation of Vesco, who has 
corporate interests in such diverse 
locales as Hong Kong, Beirut and the 
Bahamas. 
It was an influence peddling deal, 
the government said. The prosecution 
called it a “quid pro quo ”—something 
for something—in return for Vesco’s 
$200,000. The cash was collected by 
Stans, who raised $60 million for 


Nixon s 1972 campaign. 
Mitchell, 60, a man of dry humor, 
was the law and order symbol of 
Nixon’s first adm inistration. He 
represented administration firmness 
against antiwar demonstrators during 
the late ‘60s and early 70s and pushed 
for a number of law and order 
measures. 


Mitchell now is estranged from his 
wife, Martha. Asked at his post-trial 
news conference whether he had 
talked to Martha since his acquittal,

‘T he only way to end the war in 
Mozambique is for the Portuguese to 
recognize the right of the Mozambique 
people —led by Frelim o—to in­ 
dependence,’’ said Frelim o, the 
guerrilla movement in Mozambique. 
“The war will continue if the junta’s 
intention is to perpetuate the colonial 
system through new means,” it added. 
The Popular Movement for the 
Liberation of Angola, one of the two 
main guerrilla groups in that territory, 
said it was prepared to negotiate “con­ 
cerning the complete independence of 
our country.” But it rejected the 
proposal by the leader of the junta, 
Gen. 
Antonio 
de 
Spinola, 
for 
a 
federation of Portugal with her 
African colonies. 
“In such a federation, Portugal 
would always have the last word,” it 
said. “The power of the state can only 


be in the hands of Angolans.” 
Tile chain of events that ended in the 
military coup last week began with a 
book by Spinola in which he said 
Portugal never could win a military 
victory in its 13-year-old war against 
the African rebels. But he reportedly 
told a meeting of politicians and 
newspaper editors Saturday that the 
African territories must be granted 
self-determination, not independence. 
“Self-determination is the right of 
every people freely to choose its own 
destiny,” Spinola said. “But for this 
decision, a people needs to be con­ 
scious of its choice and needs to pos­ 
sess a certain cultural level. Other­ 
wise, third parties would determine 
this destiny. 


“Self-determination must express 
the will of the people, and immediate 
independence would mean the ac­ 
ceptance of someone else’s will.”

Seek To A ve rt 
Execution 
Of Leftists 


SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) - The 
military government is considering 
appeals to commute the death sen­ 
tences given five leftists who could be 
executed by firing squads in the next 48 
hours. 
The Roman Catholic Bishop of 
Rancagua province addressed a plea 
tor clemency to the junta president, 
Gen. Auguste Pinochet. 
Another appeal came from Joseph 
P. Morray of Corvallis, Ore., chairman 
of the Fair Trial Committee for 
Chilean Political Prisoners, based in 
the United States. He handed his 
petition Sunday to an officer in San 
Fernando, IOO miles south of Santiago, 
where the men were tried Friday. 
The officer told Morray the garrison 
commander, Col. Jose Castro, would 
decide “within several days” whether 
the sentences would be carried out. 
There is no appeal beyond the garrison 
commander. 
Castro told defense attorneys, “as a 
Roman Catholic, I have immense 
respect for human life,” and promised 
to review the death sentences “calmly 
and with much attention.” 
Latin American ambassadors at­ 
tending a recent conference of the 
Organization of American States in 
Atlanta, Ga., sent an urgent appeal 
earlier to the junta to stop executions. 
The five condemned men were found 
guilty of trying to organize armed 
guerrilla groups with the ultimate goal 
of establishing a Communist dic­ 
tatorship in Chile. Two are 20-year-old 
university students, two were militant 
leaders of peasant groups and the fifth 
headed the land reform program in the 
San Fernando area. 
Military courts condemned at least 
96 persons to death immediately after 
the coup last September that ousted 
the late President Salvador Allende, 
but Gen. Pinochet reportedly ordered 
executions stopped in mid-January.

Cancer Cure Effective? 


NEW YORK — I have a friend who 
swears by Laetrile. I have another 
friend who swears at it. 
Laetrile is a cancer “cure” in the 
estimation of one friend. It is a 
derivative of apricot pits that is barred 
in this country. It can only be pur­ 
chased on the black market whose 
roots reach into Mexico. My friend 
Joe, who buys it furtively and takes it 
orally, says it has saved his life. 
My other friend — Bill Gargan, 
director of the William Gargan Cancer 
Fund of the American Cancer Society, 
Inc. — writes me that great harm can 
be done to the cause of conventional 
cancer therapy and care when Laetrile 
is mentioned in print or on the air as a 
panacea. 
Dean Burk, one of the country’s 
foremost cancer fighters, has said 
publicly, “I know more about Laetrile 
than anybody else in the U. S. It is 
nontoxic and, of course, leaves none of 
the scars and after effects of the 
standard treatm ents :Ed. note: 
surgery, 
radiation 
and 
chemotherapy). 
“Cancer is a five billion dollar in­ 
dustry in the U.S. and Laetrile has the 
potential of killing it.” 
Burk’s statement caused acres of 
winces at 
the 
Food 
and 
Drug 
Administration, the American Medical 
Association, and the American Cancer 
Society. 
Bill Gargan writes: 
“Enclosed is correspondence from 
our mutual friend, Lane Adams, who 
heads the American Cancer Society. 
He asked me to lay it on the line with 
you . . . so, her goes: 
“I have been to Tijuana (where most 
of Laetrile is made) and have per- 
sonlly watched the operation. I felt its 
people were taking undue advantage of 
the poor souls whose cases are ter­ 
minal and who will try* anything to get 
a remission.” 
Gargan was a victim of throat 
cancer a decade ago, happily found aid 
in time (choosing a new doctor when 
his regular doctor recommended a 
delay in the operation) and made an 
astonishing recovery. He has lectured 
all over the country with his new voice, 
and brought much comfort and counsel 
to those in need. 
The letter from Lane Adams states 
that American Cancer Society’s 
“unproven methods” division — which 
looks into loads of claims — feels that 
anything favorable said in behalf of 
Laetrile does a “serious disservice” to 
cancer patients. 
“The National Institute of Cancer, 
Memorial Sloan-Kettering and others 
equally reputable have tested Laetrile 
and have found it to have ‘no anti­ 
tumor activity,’ ” Adams writes. “The 
danger we see is that cancer patients 
may turn first to unproven methods 
like Laetrile instead of to the proved

techniques. And that could mean a lot 
of unnecessary deaths .. . since 
Considine wound up his column 
(referring to a recent piece I did on the 
drug) with ‘look for more about 
laetrile, good and bad . . . ’ he may

The evidence clearly indicates that 
Laetrile has been tested and found 
wanting over a considerable period 
since it was first used on human 
patients in the early 1920s by Ernst T. 
Krebs, Sr., M.D., one of the founders of 
the John Beard Memorial Foundation, 
San Francisco.

NEW YORK (AP) - If you share 
President Nixon’s view of the economy 
you believe this year will be “a good 
year,” next year will be “very good” 
and 1976 will be “the best ... in 
history.” 
That assessment, the first since the 
President assumed the additional, 
pivotal role of economic coordinator, 
was made last Thursday in a speech at 
Jackson, Miss. 
If you share the President’s op­ 
timism you are also in a minority as 
measured by the surveys, which have 
their limitations but which certainly 
cannot be ignored.

but also from psychological stress of 
uncertainty about the future brought 
about by adverse news concerning 
inflation, shortages, unemployment, 
and what many people view as failure 
of the government and its economic 
policies.” 
An important reason why consumer 
pessimism increased so rapidly, the 
economists said, was “the pervasive 
and growing lack of faith people have 
in their government.”

Speaking Of Your Health

When the film “Snow White and the 
Seven Dwarfs” first came out my 
fiance, now my husband, was given the 
nickname “Sleepy.” Even at that time 
he could fall asleep at the drop of a hat. 
This has progressed through the 
years to the point where sleep 
dominates his whole life. I am fearful 
that he will fall asleep while driving 
the car. 
It is true that he works very long 
hours and probably has a right to his 
fatigue. My concern, however, is that 
there may be some other reasons for 
his abnormal need for sleep. 
Mrs. D. J. B.. Mo. 
Dear Mrs. B.: 
The fact that sleep dominates your 
husband’s life and obviously affects 
yours certainly deserves thorough 
investigation. 
There are a great number of 
neurological disorders and metabolic 
disturbances that can produce the 
picture you describe. 
For example, a condition known as 
“ narcolepsy’’ is associated with 
sudden unexplained attacks of sleep. 
The exact cause of this is unknown. 
Specialists in sleep studies are 
paying a great deal of attention to the 
condition you are concerned about. 
They now can study rapid eye 
movements (REM) to determine 
patterns of sleep and the depth of 
sleep. 
Excessive fatigue because of 


overwork can, indeed, be a con­ 
tributing factor to your husband’s 
constant desire for sleep. A complete 
physical 
and 
neurological 
examination, and a brain wave study, 
may reveal an underlying basis for his 
condition. 
. 
Sometimes small amounts 
of 
stimulating drugs are used with great 
success. 


I recently saw a mail order ad that 
claimed to cure baldness with hor­ 
mone ointment. Even though the cost 
is high I would try it if I thought it 
would help my baldness. 
Mr. H. V., Penn. 
Dear Mr. V.: 
Most states by law ban the use of 
over-the-counter or direct-mail selling 
of hormone creams, ointments and 
lotions. 
The male sex hormone, testosterone, 
can be absorbed into the blood stream 
through the scalp. An unusual con­ 
centration of this hormone may be 
dangerus to some people. 
Most of the mail order ads that have 
been sent to me protect themselves by 
saying “hormone-like” and thereby 
avoid the legal restriction. 


The original enthusiasm of doctors 
for the treatment of pattern baldness 
with 
hormones 
seems 
to 
be 
diminishing because of their inef­ 
fectiveness.

A Swedish fisherman with big 
hands and old scars said she had been 
a carriage house. 
There was a big, white house to the 
north. In the 1880s, the rich lived there 
and met the Mary Patton, and old side­ 
wheeler trailing a sedate bridal train, 
coming down from New York to the 
Jersey coast. Matched grays and 
glistening leather rigs met the boat. 
The rich sat on their three-sided 
porch and rocked. The men puffed 
dark cigars and talked business. The 
ladies played croquet on the back lawn 
in their long trailing gowns, with 
gossamer veils to hold their hats on. 
The summers were kind and the days 
were endless. 
The village was really the second 
knuckle on the long finger of Sandy 
Hook. There was only 300 feet of dunes 
between the sea and the Shrewsbury 
River. The house were like bony 
vertebrae on a long spine. 
On the far side of the river were the 
abrupt hills of the Highlands. On top 
were the Twin-Lights, brown salt and 
pepper shakers. Old sailors said you 
could see that beam of light a hundred 
miles out. 
There were marshes on the far side, 
too. Ringed mallards had their babies 
there. When I bought the old house, I 
built an office in the garage on the 
river, and you could hear the mother 
ducks in the spring. 
They led their babies to the edge of 
the swift river like a locomotive 
followed by eight colored cabooses. I 
watched 
closely. 
Some 
babies 
rebelled. The mother swam a little, 
then quacked like two boards slapped 
together, and got out to push the baby 
in. 
Tiny wings fluttered, squeaks were 
heard and the rebel found he could 
swim. Flushed with victory, he spread 
his wings and tried to run on top of the 
water. 
The old house had weathered many 
storms. She was the only one on the 


strip with a deep concrete cellar. When 
the hurricanes came, she sat firm as 
the huge combers crashed green and 
white over the sea wall, and the wind 
rose steadily to a shriek and peeled 
shingles off the roof. 
The river rose and slipped over the 
bulkhead. A 26-foot inboard came out 
of the mist, slipped over the bulkheads 
and sailed down the driveway toward 
the sea. The telephone wires flashed 
blue all night and the lights went out. 
The Coast Guard came in 10-wheel 
tracks to evacuate everybody. But 
Gayle and Kelly and Karen and Kathi 
said they’d stay. The old house had 
never failed them. We had built a big 
living room in the back with a curved 
bar and picture windows, and the river 
water came up, sneaking onto the cork 
floor. 
The house exhausted the storm. The 
inside was nothing, except that 
someone in the old days must have 
nailed one wall on top of another until 
they were ll inches thick. The kitchen 
was ordinary. A skinny staircase led to 
small, scary bedrooms upstairs. 
There, when the wind was quiet and 
moonlight staggered from the sea, the 
old house groaned. There would be a 
snap, like a match, and a sound of 
anguish. It may have been a form of 
rheumatism, but she was always 
ready for the next battle with the wind 
and the sea. 
Gayle and Karen and Kathi grew up 
there. Now they are women and the old 
house is older, and far away. In 
January and February, those three- 
day northeasters plaster her with rain 
and spume flung white on the wind, 
and she glistens in the dark. 
She knows all about us. In silence, 
she listened to little girls at play, heard 
the Spanish staccato of a typewriter, 
the laughter of friends at the bar and 
music. She also heard players at night, 
soft sybillations that she would be safe 
and that we’d be safe. 
Once a year, we go back. We seldom 
bother the owner. The car is parked in 
the driveway and we look at that 
ridiculous hat of gables, the worn wood 
her sides, the swift river behind her. 
When we leave, no one speaks. 
Children may cry. Young ladies do not

he report, which discusses the 
ssibility of terrorists stealing 
dear materials to make their own 
mic bombs, was prepared by AEC 
cial Dr. David M. Rosenbaum and 
r outside consultants, 
t was made public Friday by Sen. 
raham Ribieoff, D-Conn. 
ts authors said they believe present 
thods for protecting facilities and 
nsport of nuclear materials is not 
ficient. 
he AEC said it is “taking a hard 
k at the study to determine what 
litional measures should be taken to 
ther strengthen the requirements to 
e guard nuclear materials from 
ft.” 
he report said that acquiring the 
dear material is the only remaining 
itacle facing those who want such a 
apon because there is “widespread 
i increasing dissemination of 
cise and accurate instructions on 
v to make an atomic bomb in your 


basement.” 
The study also said the kidnaping of 
newspaper heiress Patricia Hearst, as 
claimed by the Symbionese Liberation 
Army, was no isolated incident. 
“If not firmly and competently met, 
these kidnapings may lead to a rise of 
urban terrorist groups of a sort un­ 
precedented in our history,” the report 
said. 
‘These groups are likely to have 
available to them the sort of technical 
knowledge needed to use the now 
widely disseminated instructions for 
processing fissionable materials and 
for building a nuclear weapon. 
‘They are also liable to be able to 
carry out reasonably sophisticated 
attacks on installations and tran­ 
sportation,” the study said. 
The authors called for a substantial 
budgetary increase for safeguarding 
nuclear material. 
“It seems to us that the present 
system of protecting facilities and 
transportation which handle special 
nuclear materials is inadequate,” they 
said. 
It recommended a new federal 
organization which would carry and 
protect all shipments of nuclear 
material.

Steel Prices 
To Increase 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP)— In­ 
dustry Week magazine says price 
increases for steel products are ex­ 
pected to follow quickly after the 
ending 
of 
government controls 
Tuesday. 


But steel buyers and producers 
wonder how big the increase will be 
and what products will be affected, the 
weekly trade publication said. 
IW said there is “speculation that 
the increase on cold rolled carbon steel 
sheets may be as much as $20 to $30 per 
net ton.” 
The magazine said many steel in­ 
dustry executives feel that price in­ 
creases to a level 25 per cent above 
what they were at the start of the year 
would be justified. 
“Tile cost of the new labor contract 
is reason enough, steelmakers say, to 
raise prices well above the IO to 13 per 
cent that would be required to recover 
cost increases which have not been 
covered by price hikes allowed under 
Cost of Living Council regulations,” 
IW said. 
Meanwhile, demand 
for steel 
remains at high levels “from all 
market sectors except automotive, 
and it is picking up,” the magazine 
reported. 
Raw steel output in the nation’s mills 
for the week ended April 27 was 
estimated at 2.9 million net tons, up 
slightly from the preceding week. 
IW said scrap prices have declined 
for three weeks, with the latest price 
composite on top grade steelmaking 
scrap down to $119.17 per gross ton. 
The record high price was set three 
weeks ago at $135.17 per ton. 
Syrians Raid 
On Haights 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Syrian patrols raided an Israeli for­ 
ward position on the Golan Heights 
before dawn today and “captured 
arms and ammunition left behind by 
fleeing enemy soldiers,” the Syrian 
command reported. 
A communique said the patrols all 
returned safely but made no mention 
of Israeli casualties. It said the target 
was Rasm el Khawaled, believed to be 
on the edge of the 300-square-mile 
salient Israel captured in the October 
war. 
The Syrian command said two 
Israeli 
planes 
attacked 
Syrian 
positions on Mt. Hermon, overlooking 
the Heights, at dawn. The planes 
“were prevented from hitting targets 
by our anti-aircraft defense system,” 
the communique reported. 
It was the 49th day of battling on the 
Golan Heights, and the war of attrition 
wanton as Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger 
launched 
his 
fifth 
peacemaking mission to the Middle 
East with a meeting in Geneva with 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei A. 
Gromyko. 
Strafing and bombing attacks by 
both sides were reported Sunday.

Gilligan Liquor Bill Still Simmers 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Gone are 
the days when 
liquor 
used 
for 
hospitality at the governor’s mansion 
in Columbus was free samples sent by 
the companies who made them. 
Now the state will pay for it. 
“The governor has directed me to 
refuse all samples,” said Richard E. 
Guggenheim, director of the Depart­ 
ment of Liquor Control. 
The free samples, said Guggenheim, 
came from manufacturers 
who 
dropped them off by the half case 
Usually the brands were those the 
companies were trying to get listed in 
the state’s monopoly stores. 
Most of them never got listed, he 
said. 
Guggenheim said the gifts amounted 
to 15 to 18 cases a year. 
Guggenheim said he drinks little 
himself, but does like to taste and 
smell various brands to make certain 
only quality products are being offered 
the public. 
“The practice of sending it on out to 
the mansion has been going on for a 
long tim e,” 
said the director. 
Guggenheim said he didn’t know when 
the practice began. 
“If someone insists on making an 
issue out of it, it will be stopped,” he 
said. 
Roger W. Tracy Jr., a former state 
representative and a candidate for the 
Republican nomination for state 
auditor, raised the issue at a recent 
Columbus news conference. 
Tracy said the $8,289 approved and 
paid by the state auditor for supplies at 
the governor’s mansion in 1973 includ­ 
ed $171.85 that went for wine, beer and 
Bloody Mary mix. 
The GOP candidate said the $171.85 
should not have been paid and he 
accused the governor of living high on 
the hog at state expense.

CO LUM BUS, Ohio (A P )- Two 
thousand hunters head for the southern 
and southeastern Ohio woods next 
month, searching for the state’s 
biggest game bird, the turkey gobbler. 
The Ohio Division of Wildlife limits 
wild turkey hunting permits to 2,000, 
with 1,000 of them issued for May 1-4 
and the other 1,000 for May 8-11. 
“ We must control the harvest since 
the turkey range is fairly limited,” 
said Jim Kenner, an assistant game 
management supervisor for the 
Division of Wildlife. 
Hunting is permitted on public and 
private lands in 14 counties: Adams, 
Athens, Gallia, Hocking, Jackson, 
Lawrence, Meigs, Monroe, Perry, 
Pike, Ross, Scioto, Vinton and Wash­ 
ington. 
The gobblers—killing of turkey hens 
is forbidden—weigh 15 to 23 pounds. 
The bag limit for a hunter is one per 
season. 
Hunters use shotguns or longbows 
while trying to call in gobblers in hilly 
forests. 
“ I don’t ever know of anyone taking 
a gobbler with a bow and arrow,” 
Kenner said. “ It’s hard enough with a 
shotgun. They sound like B-29s when 
they take off.” 
Turkeys were once common in Ohio 
before the turn of the century and 
before the state’s land was settled. 
They faded away before the Division of 
Wildlife reintroduced them in the mid- 
1950s. 
“ We tried game farm birds first,” he 
said, “ but they lacked hardiness. Then 
we brought in trapped wild birds from 
other states. 
“ Ifs one of the success stories of 
wildlife management in the country,” 
Kenner said of the Ohio turkey 
program. “ There are around 4,000 tur­ 
keys in Ohio now.” 
The wildlife official said the purpose 
of the spring hunt is to time it with the 
hens’ sitting on their nests. 
“ The hens don’t respond to turkey 
calls when they’re on nests. They’re

AKRON, Ohio (A P) — Habitat is the 
key to good fishing, insists a fisheries 
expert who is spearheading a program 
to upgrade living conditions for fish in 
northeastern Ohio. 
Tom Wasson, fish management 
supervisor 
in 
Wildlife

headquartered at Akron explained: 
“ I have a theory that fish that lack 
good habitat, good cover, move around 
a lot. They are half scared all the time 
because they are exposed, so most of 
the time they aren’t feeding, they’re 
harder to catch.” 
To improve natural surroundings for 
fish, Wasson and volunteers from local 
fishing clubs launched a project to give 
nature a slight assist at four Mus­ 
kingum Water Convervancy District 
lakes—Atwood, Leesville, Tappan and 
Clendening. 
In cooperation with the district 
forester, the groups felled 1,000 trees 
on the shores of the lakes. Where 
necessary the treet were anchored in 
place so they extended into the water, 
hopefully creating brushy apartments 
for fish. 
Improved crappie fishing near the 
new cover already has provided 
preliminary evidence that the project 
is paying off, Wasson said. 
For all-around fishing in the 19- 
county wildlife district, he rates Berlin 
Reservoir good for bass, Mosquito 
Creek Reservoir tops for walleye and 
panfish, Leesville the best bet for mus­ 
kie, Pymatuning on the Pennsylvania 
border as a prime allspecies lake and 
West Branch Reservoir as what he 
called a sleeper. 
Bass at Berlin average smaller than 
in some other northeastern Ohio lakes,* 
but there “ are a lot of them,” Wasson 
said. Test nettings showed a good 1970 
class of walleyes which now fit into the 
two or three-pound weight category, he 
said. Berlin is located off SR 224 north 
of Alliance. 
Wasson rates Mosquito high for 
crappie and large walleyes, noting that 
seven to nine-pound fish are not rare in 
that 7,850-acre lake north of Warren. 
Although the state record 55-pound, 
2-ounce muskellunge came from 
Piedmont Reservoir in 1972, Wasson 
gives Leesville the nod as the district’s 
best muskie water. 
Last year, he pointed out, Leesville 
yielded 121 muskies over 30 inches 
long, more than all other lakes in the 
district combined. 
Information on Leesville and other 
lakes in the Muskingum district is 
available from Walter Begland, 
district public relations manager, New 
Philadelphia, Ohio 44663. 
Wasson calls Pymatuning a fishing 
lake, relatively shallow, it is restricted

Green Beret Units 
Being Cut Back 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The Special 
Forces, once this country’s glamour 
troops, are being cut back again as the 
Army builds a new elite force of light 
infantry. 
Army officials say the strength of 
the Green Berets is being reduced to 
abouts,OOO men with the withdrawal of 
the last 1,400 special forces troopers 
from the Taiwan and Okinawa by June 
30. The peak strength was 11,700 in 
1968. 
When the pullout was announced 
some time ago, it was indicated the 
men would be sent to Special Forces 
units in the United States. 
But officials now say most will be 
reassigned to other Army duties and 
that many will be encouraged to join 
three new battalions of Rangers to be 
formed. 
Although the numbers involved are 
small, the decline of the Special Forces 
underscores a shift from major con­ 
cern about guerrilla warfare toward 
highly mobile units tailored to fight 
conventional battles in Europe and 
possibly the Middle East. 
The Green Berets got their big boost 
in the early 1960s when President John 
F. Kennedy and his advisers feared 
Communist China and Russia would 
promote guerrilla style “ wars of 
national liberation” in Asia, Latin 
America and Africa. 
Kennedy administration officials 
believed the tough, versatile forces, 
operating in small teams, could be

instrumental in helping developing 
countries overcome such insurgencies. 
In South Vietnam , where they 
reached their zenith, the special forces 
recruited, taught and led Vietnamese 
irregulars in reconnoitering and 
harassing North Vietnamese in­ 
filtrators. Sometimes they made 
forays into neighboring Cambodia and 
Southern Laos for this purpose. 


The only Green Berets overseas will 
be a battalion in Germany and another 
in the Panama Canal Zone. Special 
Forces training teams from the Canal 
Zone have been helping some I^atin 
American governments troubled by 
insurgency problems. 
Meanwhile, the planned formation of 
three Ranger battalions represents a 
revival of a force created in World War 
II, when the Rangers were modeled 
after the British Commandos. 
The aim of the new program is to 
provide specially trained light infantry’ 
units that can be moved where needed 
in a crisis even more swiftly than air­ 
borne battalions because they will be 
unemcumbered by artillery, vehicles 
and other heavy equipment. 
Numbering 588 officers and men, 
Ranger battalions w ill be about 200 
fewer in strength than conventional 
Army battalions. Their biggest 
weapon will be 90mm recoilless guns, 
lightweight but heavy hitting. Each 
battalion will have only two jeeps and 
no other rolling stock.

—That a dress code be developed 
that eliminates inequities in present 
codes between men and women. 
—That rules on absenteeism and 
tardiness be standardized. 
—That a special committee be 
named to investigate safety, health 
and sanitation grievances. 
—That wages be increased five cents 
an hour in May and another five cents 
an hour beginning next year and that 
consideration be given to additional 
raises based on length of service. 
—That students who don’t eat at the 
cafeteria be allowed a refund for the 
meals. 
A university spokesman said Sowle 
lad accepted the recommendations, 
although details of the wage package 
still are under study-
